EFFECTS DISARMAMENT 


There was another thing that we 


needed to accomplish that is accom- 
plished in this document. We want- 
ed disarmament and this 
document 


nrbvides in the only possible way for 
disarmament by common agreement. 
Observe my fellow citizens, that just 
now every great fighting nation 
in 


the world U a member ot this partner 
ship except Germany and Inasmuch 
as Germany has accepted a limitation 
of her army to 100.000 men, 1 don't 
think for the time being she may be 
regarded as"» great fighting nation. 


Here In the center of Europe, 
a 


great nation of more than sixty mil- 
lions, that has agreed not to maintain 
an army of more than 100,000 men, 
and all around her, the rest of the 
world in concert to see that no other 
natl<xt assumes what she attempted 
and" 
agreeing among themselves that 


they will not impose this limitation 
of armament upon Germany merely, 
but that they will 
impose 
it upon 


themselves. 
And you know, my fel- 


low citizens, that armaments meant 
great standing armies, and of great 
stores of war material. 
They do not 


mean burdensome taxation 
merely, 


they do not mean merely compulsory 
military service, which saps the econ- 
omic strength of the nation, but they 
mean the building up of a military 
class. 
Again and again, my feHow 


citizens. In the conferences at Paris 
we were face to face with this situ- 
ation; that in dealing with a particu- 
lar civil nation that tney would not 
dare to promise that which their gen- 
eral staff was not willing that they 
should promise; and that they were 
dominated by the military machine, 
which they had created 
nominally 


for 
their own defense 
but 
really 


whether they willed rt or not, for the 
provocation of war. 


DECRIES MILITARISM 


And so long as you have a military 


class, it does not make any difference 
what your form of government is. If 
you are determined to be armed xo 
the teeth, you must obey the orders 
and directions of the only men who 
can control the great machinery of 
war. 
Elections are of minor import- 


ance because they determine the. po- 
litical policy and back of that politi- 
cal policy is the standing pressure of 
the men trained to arms, enormous 
bodies of 
disciplined men 
behind 


them, unlimited supplies of military 
stores, and wondering if they 
are 


never going to be allowed to use their 
education and their skill and ravage 
some great people with the force of 
arms. That is the meaning of arma- 
ments. 
It is not merely the cost o$ 


it, altho that is overwhelming, but it j 
is the spirit of it, and America has ! 
never had, and I hope in the provi- ] 
dence of God never will have, 
that | 


spirit (great applause.) 


DESTROYS AUTOCRACY 


And there is no other way to dis- 


pense with great armaments except 
by 
the 
common 
agreement of the 


fighting nations of the world. 
And 


here is the agreement. 
They prom- 


ise disarmament, and promise to agree 
upon' a plan. 
But there was some- 


thing else we wanted, that is accom- 
plished by this treaty. We wanted to 
destroy autocracy everywhere in the 
world. 


We wanted to see to it that there 


was no place in the world whore a 


1 small group of men would use their 
fellow citizens as pawns in a. game; 
| that there was no place in tbe world 
! where a small group of men, without 
consulting 
their 
fellow 
citizens, 


could send their fellow citizens to the 
battlefield and to deal in accomplish- 


: ing something dynastic, some politi- 
cal plan that had been conceived in 
private, some object that had been 
prepared tor a world wide Intrigue. 
That is what we wanted to prevent.
